Anchor Cabl# Nearly Century Old. 
An interesting find has been made 
Id the bay at Port Elizabeth by the 
tug Talana. 
Site was dragging for the 
anchor and cable of the mail steamer 
Norman, which had been obliged to 
slip her cable owing to the fouling of 
tlie anchor.
